The West Nile Virus 


What is the history of West Nile virus in Canada? 


The first reports of West Nile virus activity in Canada 
came in August 2001, when the virus was discovered in 
dead birds and mosquito pools in southern Ontario. 

Canada had its first confirmed human cases in 2002, 
after people tested positive for West Nile virus in parts of 
Quebec and Ontario. The virus was also found in birds, 
horses or mosquitoes in Nova Scotia, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

Activity is expected to continue in most, if not all re- 
gions where the virus has been previously detected, but it 
is difficult to anticipate the number of human cases that 
will occur in 2004. It is also possible that the virus will 
spread to British Columbia in 2004.

In February 2000, 
Health Canada organized 


a National Steering Com- 
mittee to develop a coordi- 
nated approach to respond to 
West Nile virus. The Steer- 
ing Committee includes rep- 
resentatives from Health 
Canada, Provincial Ministries 
of Health, Conservation, En- 
vironment and Natural Re- 
sources, the Department of 
National Defence, Environ- 
ment Canada, the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency and 
the Canadian Cooperative 
Wildlife Health Centre. Health 
Canada also works in col- 
laboration with blood opera- 
tors and other interested or- 
ganizations. 

The Steering Commit- 
tee’s approach to managing 
the risks of West Nile virus 
is proactive. It focuses on 
the areas of surveillance, 
education and prevention, 
and response. 


Surveillance activities 
for 2004 will focus on birds, 
horses, mosquitoes and hu- 
mans. Surveillance is done to 
detect the presence of the 
virus as early as possible in 
any given area so that com- 
munities can take steps to 
reduce their risk. 

What are the plans for 
bird surveillance? 
The Canadian Coopera- 

tive Wildlife Health Centre, 
along with provincial labora- 
tories and Health Canada’s 
National Microbiology Labo- 
ratory in Winnipeg, will test 
dead birds for West Nile vi- 
rus from late April until the 
first hard frost. The tests 
will be done mainly on 
crows, jays, magpies and 
ravens. Experience from past 
outbreaks has shown that 
these species are highly sus- 
ceptible to West Nile virus; 
this makes them the best in- 
dicator for determining 
whether people in particular 
areas are at risk.

Never a Complaint 

The clothesline, for me, 
exists as one of life’s little 
reminders. 

In my childhood, | rarely 
knew a day when the 
clothesline hung bare. Every 
day except Sundays, my 
mother washed laundry in an 
old wringer washer. I sus- 
pect she hardly ever suc- 
cumbed to urges of giving 
up. She just did what she 
had to do because someone 
had to do the job. In addi- 
tion, my mother did this with 
no complaints. 

Whenever | returned 


‘home from school or from 


playing as a child, the first 
thing | saw was that loaded 
clothesline. Some days, | 
would catch my mother, 
with a smile on her face, 
stringing her wash garment 
by garment. To me, this rep- 
resented security. My 
mother was home. All was 
well, and I was safe. She 
would never leave us. Al- 
ways a ray of warmth would 
fill me even before | stepped 
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through the door. 
Now with children of my 
own, | receive few praises 
for my efforts. Like my 
mother, | have become a fix- 
ture, a picture on a wall. 

My own children when 
they were tots saw me as I 
saw my mother back then 
when dryers were consid- 
ered a luxury: mother is 
home, and that’s all that 
counts. ye 

Some days when I feel a 
little sorry for myself be- 
cause it seems no one appre- 
ciates me, | think of a 
clothesline weighed with 
clothes in my mother’s 
backyard. I think of an old 
wringer washer, droning its 
daily tune. Most of all I 
think of my mother. 

On that clothesline for the 
whole world to see, my 
mother was doing a lot more 
than airing out a bunch of 
laundry: She was stringing 
a message of love for the 
neighborhood to see. The 
clothesline said, “I love my 
family.” 

My mother did her job 
because she loved us. She 
loved me. She didn’t do tt 
to be thanked.

thoughts of replacing the_ 


venerable but aging Brethen 
Coliseum stretched back to 
at least 1993) -- from the 
early feasibility study days 
initiated by the former As- 
phodel Township and Nor- 
wood Village to the emer- 
gence of the volunteer Ac- 
tion 2000 Committee which 
spearheaded a matchless 
fundraising campaign and is 
still busy raising money to 
pay down thé $600,000 
shortfall caused by the dis- 
appointing alteration of the 
government infrastructure 
funding formula. The mu- 
nicipality was expecting a 66 
per cent government share 
and ended up with 40 per 
cent. Campaigners absorbed 
that body blow, reconfigured 
design needs to match 
budget constraints and 
soldiered on. 

“I can’t say enough about 
Action 2000 and the people 
in this community,” Reeve 
Doug Pearcy said in an in- 
terview after the ceremony. 
“I’m just elated; I feel so 
good. It’s been a lot of hard 
work.” 

Mr. Pearcy co-chaired 
Action 2000 along with Rod 
Manley and shared key du- 
ties with fundraising chair 
Mark Stanley and building 
chair Paul Quinlan, a man 
whose optimism never 
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Complete Transmission F 
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flagged despite some rocky 
times. 

“It was delightful for me 
to see the people come 
through the door and their 
reaction and I said to every- 
body: ‘you helped; you made 
it happen.”” 

Mr. Pearcy acknowl- 
edged the “downtimes, frus- 
trations and criticisms” but 
shared the euphoria of Sat- 
urday’s occasion. 

“It is a pretty important 
day in the Township’s his- 
tory.” 

He re-iterated what he 
said formally from the stage: 
that they were “not here to 
celebrate the building of an 
arena or ball park (but) to 
celebrate the building of this 
community. 

“We intend to keep on 
working. The next job is to 
make sure the high school 
will stay open for many, 
many years.” 

Norwood District High, 
with declining enrollment, 
has been in the spotlight for 
the past several months and 
municipal and school sup- 
porters feel the new centre, 
and its proximity directly 
south of the school on land 
donated by the Norwood 
Agricultural Society, will 
have long-term benefits in 
that respect. 

“This is about building 
communities,” Mr. Pearcy 
says “and that is what our 
Council has set out to do, 
this is just another step along 
the road.”

“Smart” meters are to be put in all Ontario households 
next spring. It’s a new system for pricing electricity sold 
to households and small businesses, which account for 50 
per cent of all power demand in the province. 

How many stories have there been this past winter about 
people who could not afford to pay their hydro bills? The 
working poor, those trying to live on OAS or welfare will 
now have to find another $2 to $3 a month. Most house- 
holds have both adults working and have no choice about 
when to do their dishes, laundry and other household 
chores. They are done in the evening after the day’s work. 

So, however smart the meter, the difference in usage is 
likely to be minimal. When do the dishes get done at Dalton 
McGuinty’s house? After 10 o'clock? 

What about the users of the other 50 per cent of power 
demand? Are the 20-storey office blocks in Toronto being 
told to turn their lights off at night? I use oil lamps after 
dusk. Are the big officers and mega-stores required to 
keep their buildings at 55 degrees overnight and 65 de- 
grees during the day? That is the temperature in my house. 

| am, like most households and small businesses, con- 
serving already. It is not the cost of the electricity we can- 
not afford, but the changes, “to deliver electricity to you, 
to deliver electricity to us, the debt retirement, the GST.” 

Premier McGuinty would do well to remember that it 
was the “every household and small business” people who 
elected him and seriously consider targeting that other 50 
per cent.

planting perennials

“Planting perennials allows 
you to enjoy permanent, year- 
after-year display of colours 
and eye-catching blooms,” 
says Bruce Shuh. 

Shuh offers the following 
handy hints for planting per- 
ennials: 

* Before planting, work in 
large amounts of composted 
manure, peat moss or garden 
compost, 20 to 30 centimetres 
deep.

planting. Avoid over-fertiliz- 
ing, which can lead to rampant 
growth and poor flowering. 

* To protect tender roots

* For large-rooted perenni- 
als, dig a hole about a spade’s 
width wider than the root ball, 
spread the major roots care- 
fully, then add the soil back 
into the hole, firming it down 
as you go. 

* Water thoroughly and 
deeply after planting to settle 
the soil around the roots and 
remove air pockets. After this 
initial watering, water only 
when the plant starts to wither 


slightly. eo 

* When planting, be care- 
ful not to overcrowd perenni- 
als. This may cause disease 
and poor performance. 

* Avoid frequent, shallow 
watering. Water less often for 
longer periods to encourage 
deep rooting.

~ (NC}A well-maintained 
lawn acts like a giant air fil- 
ter, constantly removing pol- 
lutants and carbon dioxide, 
and replenishing the oxygen 
supply. 

A lawn is a valuable addi- 
tion to every home environ- 
ment, regardless of its size. 
Today , most homeowners 
want to keep their lawn look- 
ing green and healthy so it 
adds beauty to the house and 
enjoyment to the family. 
(Also, a lush green lawn 
makes a better air filter than 
one that is allowed to run 
wild.) At the same time, peo- 
ple are increasingly aware of 
the environmental aspects of 


lawn care. For many, natu- 
ral or “organic” options seem 
to be the way to go. 

There is a lot of confu- 
sion in the lawn and garden 
market about exactly what is 
meant by the terms “Natu- 
ral” or “Organic”. In fact, 
some products that are po- 
sitioned as organic can ac- 
tually be more harmful to the 
environment than “conven- 
tional” products. 

Let's take a look at lawn 
feeding from the plant’s 
point of view. All plants re- 
quire 3 major nutrients — ni- 
trogen (N), phosphorus (P) 
and potash (K) — to survive. 
These 3 elements, often re- 


ferred to as “chemical” fer- 
tilizers, are actually produced 
from elements found in 
nature...they’re refined from 
minerals mined from the 
ground. All fertilizers — con- 
ventional or organic — must 
contain some form of these 
three nutrients for healthy 
plant growth. On a bag of 
fertilizer, the percentage of 
each element is represented 
by a number. For example, 
24-4-8 lawn fertilizer con- 
tains 24% nitrogen, 4% 
phosphorus and 8% potash 
as active ingredients. On the 
extreme “organic” side, cat- 
tle manure for example con- 
tains less than 1% each of

Make outdoor chores safer this summer 


(NC)}-Many Canadians in- 
vest a substantial amount of 
time and energy into creating 
and maintaining their 
backyard oasis. If that time is 
spent mowing the lawn or trim- 
ming the hedges, it may in- 
volve electrical tools. The out- 
door experts would like to re- 
mind Canadians that when 
using electrical tools out- 
doors, it is important that they 
protect themselves from po- 
tential electrical shock. 

One way to do this is to re- 
place standard outlets in 


places where moisture in- 
creases the chance of shock, 
such as the workshop, garage 
or outdoors, with ground-fault 
interrupter (GFI) receptacles. A 
GFI receptacle monitors the 
electrical current flowing 
through a circuit’s wires and 
will cut power the instant even 
a slight imbalance is detected. 
To safely restore the power, 
you simply have to press the 
receptacle’s “reset” button. 
GFI receptacles are easy to in- 
stall when you follow the di- 
rections or consult a qualified 


electrician. 

In addition to installing GFI 
receptacles, always take the 
time to confirm that the elec- 
tric tool and extension cord 
you are using are meant for 
outdoor use. When in doubt, 
ask your local hardware dealer 
for help with selecting the 
proper tools and accessories 
for the job at hand.

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N, P and K and may contain 
a lot of weed seeds if not 
composted properly. It ts 
good for the lawn or garden, 
but more useful for building 
up organic matter in the soil. 
It is unlikely to be able to 
supply enough food for 
healthy plant growth. Higher 
quality natural fertilizers de-" 
liver N, P and K in the form 
of unprocessed or homog- 
enous ingredients, such as 
blood or bone meal. They 
typically have lower N, P and 
K numbers than conven- 
tional fertilizers, but can pro- 
vide a balanced diet to meet 
plant nutritional require- 
ments. Nitrogen promotes 
healthy green foliage, phos- 
phorus develops strong 
roots and plentiful fruit or 
flowers, while potash im- 
proves overall plant hardi- 
ness and disease resistance. 
The plant takes up only as 
much of these elements as it 
needs. Any excess amount 
can be leached away into the 
environment — whether the 
source is conventional or 
organic — so it’s just as im- 
portant not to ov erfeed as it 
is to underfeed. This is 
where *Slow Release Nitro- 
gen” is important. It was 
developed to help reduce the 
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groundwater leaching poten- 
tial of nitrogen into our en- 
vironment. 

This is where high qual- 
ity “conventional” fertilizers 
can sometimes offer an ad- 
vantage. In fact, in a high 
quality fertilizer the nutrients 
are designed to be released 
slowly, giving plants only the 
food they need, over an ex- 
tended period of time. This 
reduces the risk of nitrogen 
leaching into ground-water,

The do-it-vourself experts offer the following tips and 
techniques for conserving water this spring and summer: 

* Mulch exposed soil to reduce evaporation and wa- 
ter run-off 

* As much as possible, avoid growing water loving 
plants in naturally dry climates. 

* Use drought-tolerant plants on south facing slopes. 

« Water early in the morning to help reduce evapora- 
Thon 

* Build small soil ridges around water-loving plants to 
help trap water 

* Consider using a drip irrigation system 

* Plant trees as windbreaks. 

* Increase organic matter content of the soil by add- 
ine compost aor manure 

* If you do water your lawn, water it heavily once a 
week rather than a small amount each day.

Preparing your garden for spring 


appealing but also helps pre- 
vent disease and pest infes- 
tation. Next, decide where 
you want to plant your gar- 
den. Keep in mind that plac~ 
ing a garden near the house 
allows you to keep an eye on 
it daily, which can help pre- 
vent excessive weeds and 
disease. Vegetables require at 
least six hours of direct sun- 
light each day, as do many 
perennials and annuals.

* Prepare the area. Once 
you have chosen where you 
want to have your garden, 
you need to get the ground 
ready.

Most 
plants come with instruc- 
tions on when to plant, how 
deep to place them, and how 
far apart they should be. If

* Maintenance is an im- 
portant part of creating a 
garden. Typically, the cli- 
mate in your area dictates 
water requirements. Keep 
note of humidity levels, the 
moisture of your soil and 
how often it rains. Water 


plants slowly and close to the 
bottom to allow the water to 
soak in and do so early in the 
morning to reduce evapora- 
tion. 

* Mulch - To help the 
growth of your plants, place 
mulch on top of soil. Mulch 
helps to keep weeds out and 
moisture in. 

* Fertilize - A liquid fer- 
tilizer should be used once a 
month or a dry fertilizer 
about halfway through the 
gardening season to keep 
your garden looking its best.

Caring for your grill lengthens its life 


(NC)—As the weather out- 
side warms up, Canadians 
across the country start think- 
ing about the mouth watering 
tastes of food cooked on an 
outdoor grill. Whether you 
choose to fire up the grill ona 
chilly spring evening or a hot 
sunny day—you will want to 
follow these suggestions on 
grill maintenance from the ex- 
perts. 

Replacing your tank is a 
very easy step. Make sure the 
tank is in the off position be- 
fore disconnecting any hoses. 
After you disconnect the hose 
that connects the tank to the 
burners, the tank should slide 
out from under the grill with 
ease. 

This is a good time to check 
the gas hose to make sure it’s 
in good condition. A cracked 
or faulty hose could be a seri- 
ous and potentially fatal prob- 
lem, if not caught soon 
enough. Tanks and hoses 
have a tendency to rust, crack 
and corrode over time, so it’s 
important to keep an eye on 
them and replace them when 
necessary. 


It’s also a good idea to 
check the burners when tun- 
ing up your grill. A faulty or 
broken bumer will cut the grill- 
ing capacity in half. 

To replace the burners, all 
you need is a Phillips head 
screwdriver or standard 
screwdriver. There will be one 
or two screws that hold the 
burner in place that you will 
need to remove. Once you re- 
move the screws, the burner 
should pop right out. It helps 
if you take your used burner 
with you when buying a re- 
placement to ensure that the 
new burner is compatible to 


your grill. 

Replacing the coals is an- 
other easy and inexpensive 
step in caring for your grill. 
Wear gloves to remove the old 
dirty coals. When placing new 
coals in the basket or pan in 
the bottom of the grill, be sure 
to spread them evenly so your 
cooking surface will heat 
evenly and make cooking more 
efficient. 

If the body of your grill isn’t 
looking its best and you want 
to give it a new shine, try a 
coat of high-temperature spray 
paint. The paint is an extra 
layer of protection from the 


elements such as temperature 
changes, rain, sleet and snow. 

Are the knobs cracked, 
broken or missing? Don’t 
worry—you can also replace 
them with relative ease. Due 
to the variety of knobs avail- 
able at retailers, you should 
take your old knobs—which 
should pull right off—with you 
to the store when buying re- 
placements. 

Finally, be sure to keep 
your grill covered. There are 
several styles of grill covers 
available and they do a great 
job of protecting the grill even 
more.

WOLFVILLE—A five- 
year, $255-million program 
aimed at positioning Cana- 
da’s agriculture and agri- 
food industry to capture new 
opportunities has been un- 
veiled by Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Minister Bob 
Speller. 

The Advancing Canadian 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
(ACAAF) Program was de- 
veloped based on ongoing 
feedback from the sector, 
including extensive industry 
consultations on the need for 
a long-term, funded pro- 
gram. 

“This new federal fund- 
ing program will have $51 
million annually to expand 
the sector's capacity to re- 
spond to current and emerg- 
ing issues and better plan for 
the future,” said Mr. Speller. 
“Increased collaboration and 
the forming of new strate- 
gic alliances within the sec- 
tor will be key to its suc- 
cess.” 

As the successor to the 
Canadian Adaptation and 
Rural Development (CARD) 
Fund, the ACAAF program 
will continue CARD’s inno- 
vative and cooperative ap- 
proach to funding projects at 
the national, multi-regional 
and regional level identified 
and carried out by the sec- 
tor. 

The framework of the 
ACAAF is based on a three- 
pillar approach: Pillar I, In- 
dustry-led Solutions to 
Emerging Issues; Pillar II, 
Capturing Market Opportu- 
nities by Advancing Re- 
search Results; and Pillar III, 
Sharing Information to Ad- 
vance the Sector. 

In recognition that the 
challenges and opportunities 
facing the sector will change 
nd evolve over time: 
* Pillar I will support 


projects that test or pilot ap- 
proaches and solutions, and 
can serve as an incubator for 
initiatives holding future 
promise. 

* Pillar Il will support 
projects that transfer re- 
search results into market 
opportunities.

“I expect sector-led 
projects, tested and piloted 
under ACAAF, will lead to 
future government or indus- 
try initiatives.” 

Councils Involved 

At the provincial and ter- 
ritorial’ level, projects will 
continue to be delivered by 
14 industry-led councils. 

The total funding available 
to regional councils is being 
increased from the previous 
level of $25 million per year 
under CARD, to $27.3 mil- 
lion per year. 
In addition, ACAAF pro- 
poses the establishment of 
“collective outcomes” as a 
key objective of the new pro- 
gram.

Mechanical Genius 

The man known as “Mr. 
Indian Motorcycle”, because 
of his love of that famous 
brand machine of yesteryear, 
is also a legend for another 
reason. He was considered 
a mechanical genius with 
bikes. Perfectionist nders on 
both sides of the border trav- 
elled many hundreds of miles 
just to have their bike serv- 
iced by him. If there was 
motor problems that riders 
previously couldn't get diag- 
nosed, Charlic always 
seemed to come up with the 
answer. 

Municipal Councillor 
Rosemary Kelleher- 
MacLennan has been a good 
friend. of Charlie and the 
Mahoney. family over the 
years. She recalls participat- 
ing in Charlie's last major

Quadruple Bypass 

Charlie retained his keen 
wit, his love of people and a 
desire to remain active to the 
very end. Over the years he 
survived a quadruple bypass, 
14 strokes and a major bike 
accident that nearly cost him 
his left leg in the late 1950s. 
The accident occurred on 
Highway 2 on a ride to 
Oshawa to attend a motor- 
cycle racing event. A car T- 
boned him, leaving him with 
a badly mangled leg that al- 
most had to be amputated. 
He had only one kidney and 
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Richard Goldthorpe of Campbeliford. 


doctors said that was a ma- 
jor factor in bringing on his 
chronic heart ailment. 

His motorcycle shop on 
Grand Road is a virtual mu- 
seum of artifacts that depict 
Charlie’s life. The place is 
loaded with souvenirs, pic- 
tures on the walls, the smell 
of motors, old magazines 
and publications strewn 
around dusty shelves, al- 
most begging for someone 
to come along to archive 
them.

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he sat around and held court 
with his many. friends, for as 
Mary-Jo pointed out: “My 
dad never owned a suit.” 

Asked what characteris- 
tics Charlie will be remem- 
bered most for by people, M. 
J. says: “Motorcycles, of 
course; good humor, coffee 
at Tim Horton’s, and the 
many women who seemed 
to adopt him as a second fa- 
ther. He was never a moaner 
or complainer, looking only 
for the positive things in life. 

“Anyone who met him 
seemed to love him to death. 
He loved his Indian motor- 
cycles but was always inter- 
ested in checking out all the 
latest models.” 

Mahoney owned two 
beautiful Indian vintage 
bikes—a 1940  four- 
cyclinder and a beautiful 
1953 model. 

Old habits obviously die 
hard because old friends 
were hanging out at his 
Grand Road shop several 
days after the funeral just 
like they used to when 
Charlie was alive. 

Campbellford resident 
John Druif, whose friend- 
ship with Charlie goes back

“We rode together and 
had some wonderful times. 
1 was one of the guys who 


dropped around to Charlie’s: 


shop to talk. He was a unique

Druif says while his 
friends knew Charlie was 
ailing they were all pulling for 
him to be around for at least 
another Indian Day in July. 

“It just won’t seem the 
same for people attending 
without seeing Charlie mak- 
ing his way through the 
crowds, exchanging hand- 


—shakes and renewing ac- 


quaintances,” he said. 

Lifelong Friends 

Harold Carlaw, who op- 
erates the Military Museum 
located nearby Charlie’s mo- 
torcycle shop, has known 
Mahoney basically all of his 
life. 

“I recall Charlie when he 
rode a 1937 Indian before he 
was 16 years of age,” says 
Harold. “Everyone in town 
at that time wanted an In- 
dian because Charlie had 
one, and Charlie always pro- 
fessed his love for that 
make.” 

Carlaw describes 
Mahoney as “a very unique 
fellow—one of the best of 
the best.” 

“He was a man who be- 
lieved in the simple things of 
life. He appealed to the com- 
mon man but was able to 
communicate with anyone in 
his easy-going manner.” 

In those early years, re- 
calls Harold, the riders shut 
down their bikes during the 
winter months but met at 
Charlie’s every Wednesday 
and Saturdays anyway to sit 
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indian Charlie: “a very unique fellow—one of the best of the best.” 


30 years, recalled the good 


He also recalled getting to- 
gether in the old barn behind 
the Military Museum during 
those winter months, firing 
up the old wood stove, as a 
way of hanging out together. 
Charlie was something of a 
good role model for the 
younger riders in those days, 
noted Carlaw. 

“He was the quintessen- 
tial gentleman,” said Carlaw. 
“He didn’t take too kindly to 
swearing, meanness or ob- 
noxious behavior. Even the 
toughest guys obeyed that 
code of conduct, ever re- 
spectful of Charlie. He has 
this kind of charisma. That 
was a secret of his popular- 

Harold described him as 
a natural-born mechanic, al- 
ways willing to share his 
knowledge with people. “He 
had the ability to explain the 
most complex elements of a 
motorcycle engine so simply 
it was easy for an ordinary 
layman to understand.” 

, Another motorcycle-en- 
thusiast, Joe Nestoruk, who 
became a friend of Charlie 
after moving to Campbell- 
ford 10 years ago, recalls the 
Grand Road shop being an 
extremely busy place in the 
early 1990s. 

“Charlie spent a lot of time 
helping people to preserve 
and restore their motorcy- 
cles,” said Joe. Both became 
members of the Canadian 
Vintage Motorcycle Associa- 
tion. Mahoney was inducted 
as an honourary life mem- 
ber, just one of three ac- 
corded this tribute in the 
Quinte district. 

Nestoruk says Charlie 
was an exceptional mechanic 
because he stuck to the ba- 
sics, analyzing problems 
simply and sensibly. 

His Magic Wand 

“We used to kid around 
that if you had a motorcycle 
problem, just drop around to 
see Charlie and have him 
wave his magic wand,” he 
chuckled. 

His appeal as a person, as 
Joe sees it, is that Mahoney 
was so approachable that 
people could warm up to the 
man without hesitation. Part 
of his magnetism, added 
Nestoruk, is that he was al- 
ways a good listener. 

For Nestoruk, like a lot of 
people, it’s difficult for him 
to fathom that Charlie won’t 
be around for the next In- 
dian Day festivities. 

“Despite his age you just 
didn’t expect to see Charlie 
pass away. We always 
thought he’d live forever.” 

Cycle Canada may have 
summed up Charlie 
Mahoney best in a recent 
article. When the writer 
brought up the subject of a 
heart attack and asked how 
he felt, a smiling Charlie re- 
plied: “When I’m ona bike! 
feel just fine.”

Former Ag Society Presidents review histo 
Oldest fair in the region preps for 15 0 birthday

The regular meeting of 
the Campbellford-Seymour 
Heritage Society was held on 
April 19". President Ann 
Rowe chaired the business 
meeting and several an- 
nouncements of upcoming 
events were made, including 
the special celebration for 
former Councillor Bill 
Petherick on May 22” at the 
Curling Club. 

Committee reports indi- 
cated that the accessioning 
of materials continues on the 
Agriculture Society records 
and that lan McCulloch is 
proofreading the 1901 cen- 
sus for errors. Pam 
Haywood reported 51 paid 
members. Linda Armata and 
Pam attended the Victorian 
Gardening workshop at 
Glanmore in Belleville. 

Larry Healey presented 
the review of Doris Potts’ 
scrapbooks for 2001. High- 
lights of that year included 
the presentation of the Arts 
and Cultural Award to the 
editors of Gleanings. ‘Also 
that year marked a success- 
ful Antique Appraisal Day 
and the planting of a red 
maple in memory of Hector 
Macmillan Sr. Barn renova- 
tions were completed and the 
Heritage Centre received a 
new roof and furnace and air 
conditioning. 

Rose Odell announced the 
exciting news that Campbell- 
ford was chosen as a sité for 
a Trans-Canada Trail pavil- 
ion.

First, a 
quick look at the history of 
fairs in Canada revealed that 
the first fair took place in 
1765 in Nova Scotia. The 
first fair in Ontario was prob- 
ably the one held in Niagara 
in 1792. By the early 1800s, 
there were at least 500 fairs 
in Canada and presently there 


are about 800 annual events. 


The traditional role of ag- 
ricultural societies was to 
promote and improve agri- 
cultural skills in the commu- 
nity. The success of the fair 
depended on the season, the 
produce and the activities. 
Today, fairs. compete with 
many other activities occur- 
ring at the same time.

Natural Interest 

When Cathy first came to 
Campbellford, it was natu- 
ral to take an interest in the 
fair, as her background was 
one of farm life and mem- 
bership in Junior Farmers. 
She contributed first as an 
exhibitor, then as a director, 
as President of the 
Homecraft Division and 
eventually as President of the 
Society. 

Brian also was drawn into 
these activities and eventu- 
ally served as President. His 
communications expertise 
and financial knowledge led 
to devising new ways of 
fundraising. In recent years 
the 200 Club Prize Draw, the 
Chicken BBQ, the Demoli- 
tion Derby and the Trade Fair 
have been successful -ven- 
tures. Efforts are made to 
educate the public in print, 
radio and television. Rural 
Ramble has also attracted 
interest in the Society, and 
has the Farmer’s Market. A 
llama show and Kalahdin 
sheep show are recent addi- 
tions that have attracted in- 
terest. 

Revenue is generated 
through admission fees and 
parking. Much of this fund- 
ing is directed towards prize 
money for exhibitors, fees 
for judges, costs of the mid- 
way and maintenance and 
repairs. Since government 
grants have decreased, 
fundraising events are even 
more important. 

The Trade Fair operated 


for 10 years and generated 
$55,000 which in turn was 
used to renovate the Red 
Barn, the oldest building on 
site. This building is used 
during the fair but also rented 
for other community events. 
Other buildings are used for 
boat and trailer storage in the 
off season. 


Foundation Support 

Support is also received 
from federal and provincial 
funding, the Canadian Asso- 
ciation of fairs and Exhibi- 
tors, businesses, volunteers 
and, in this special 150 an- 
niversary year, from the 
Campbellford/Seymour 
Community Foundation. 
However, it is important that 
Fairs continue to evolve and 
seek new ways of attracting 
visitors and volunteers. 

A Board of 18 directors 
and officers conducts the 
business of the Society. 


The society owns the 
17-acre parcel of land, 
which also houses the Curl- 
ing and Racquet Club and the 
Community Centre. The 
Homecraft Division, which 
started in 1947, has suc- 
cessfully introduced exhib- 
its different from the vegeta- 
bles, grains, animals and 
machinery of the former 
fairs.

still a dilemma for Council

Trying to find a common 
ground for rural severances 
to mesh appropriately with 
the Official Planning Act is 
a vexing question a lot of 
municipalities, including 
Trent Hills, are wrestling 
with these days. 

After being dealt with at a 
meeting earlier of the Agri- 
cultural/Rural Issues Advi- 
sory Committee, the subject 
of consent policies in prime 
agricultural areas came up 
for further discussion at the 
May 10" Regular Meeting 
of Council. 

But Council appeared far 
from ready to accept an Ad- 


visory Committee motion 
supporting an application 


from Jack Barrett for sever- 


ance based on the infill poli- 
cies for lots in prime agri- 
culture areas. Therefore, it 


was decided that the mat- 
ter would be reviewed fur- 
ther by Council as a plan- 
ning subject. 

Mr. Barrett owns a farm just 
outside the urban boundary 


of Campbellford along Wind- 


sor Avenue. He has owned the 
farm for 30 years and would 
like to sever an 1 1-acre par- 
cel from his 100 acres. He has 
not farmed the land, which 
is identified as within the 
prime agricultural area, but 
has rented it out for farming 
and has planted thousands of 
trees on lands not available 
for farming. 

Appearing at the Advi- 
sory Committee meeting, 
Barrett proposed to create a 
lot, which incorporates five 
acres of farmed area and two 
acres of scrubland where the 
proposed house would be lo- 
cated. 

Current policies prohibit 


creating lots of less than 40 
hectares in size or non-farm 
severances with the excep- 
tion of surplus farm dwellings 
due to the consolidation of 
farmland. Lot adjustments, 
permitted while the creation 
of infill lots where a series 
of lots already exist are also 
permissible. 


Infill Policies 


It was the consensus of the 
committee that in Mr. Bar- 
rett’s case the infill policies 
should apply. They also fa- 
voured a rural buffer zone 
being created in urban ar- 
eas that allow both agricul- 
ture and development before 
going into a prime agricul- 
ture area. The committee ex- 
pressed concern about sev- 
erances in prime agriculture 
locations although recog- 
nizing there will be pock- 
ets of non-productive land 
in these areas. 

Summing up, Councillor 
Gene Brahaney said that the 
Barrett property abuts the 
cemetery and also Sherm 
Stapley’s residence and is 
not really considered qual- 
ity productive land. 

“He's proposing to sever 
11 acres and parcel this to- 
gether on land that is natu- 
rally divided by a sluiceway 
running east to west. There'll 
be a piece of property about 
five acres that you could still 
call farm land where he wants 
to build a house, kind of an 
estate property. 

The Advisory Committee 
supported Barrett's applica- 
tion for severance based on 
the infill policies for lots in 
prime agriculture areas and 


the proximity to the urban 
area, The motion also called 
for the boundary line to be 
moved for the prime agri- 
cultural area. 


Hard to Believe 


There is still reluctance 
on the part of some Council 
members to tamper with the 
policy. Mayor Hector Mac- 
millan said he has a hard 
time believing that people 
can move into a rural area, 
living within a very short 
distance of a farm opera- 
tion, without realizing the 
consequences during all sea- 
sons of the year. 

“I have difficulty buying 
the fact that because some- 
one owns a farm he or she 
can sever a lot whenever he 
decides to create a retire- 
ment home,” said Council- 
lor Bill Thompson. “Then 
five to 10 years down the 
road it’s decided that's not 
exactly what he wants and 
he moves on.” 

But Deputy Mayor Tony 
Edwards said the Advisory 
Committee appears to be on 
the same page as Council in 
favouring the Official Plan 
pertaining to prime agri- 
cultural lands. 

Councillor Dean Peters 
asked for further debate on 
the issue at a future meet- 
ing during which Planning 
Director Jim Peters would 
be in attendance. 

“We need a better discus- 
sion on the pros and cons of 
the issue. I have a constitu- 
ent with a desire to severone _ 
of his properties and the ex-

MADOC REVIEW 


In the beginning there was a milk truck | 
In Honour of George Woods & Harold Thompson

Huntingdon Township: When I look back 
we were about three years too late getting a 
fire department started. 

In the summer of 1965, a little girl lost her 
life in a house fire, on top of Glenn Elliot's 
hill and if truth were known, we should have 
learned from that terrible day and started the 
venture then. 

" It was a cool fall evening of 1977 when Har- 
old Thompson called me and said, “Grab your 
coat! The Cheese Factory is on fire!” 

Harold picked me up and we got to the fac- 
tory just before the fire truck. George was 
there. Madoc Firefighter boys grabbed the 
hose and called to George to open the door, 
“Turn on the pressure.” 

There was no water. More men came only 
for us to learn a broken valve had leaked the 
water all out on the highway from Madoc. 

All we could do was watch the factory burn. 
Some chaps tried to save as much cheese as 
possible, but we knew the loss was great. The 
valve was fixed and water was obtained to put 
out the fire, but too late, all was lost. 

As Harold and George and I stood that eve- 
ning surveying the disaster, a cadillac screeched 
to a stop. A large man got out and stormed 
over to us fuming and screaming, “What have 
you done to the cheese factory?” 

He was going to buy cheese to take home to 
Ottawa..... George told him, if he came back 
the next day, we would get him some pro- 
cess cheese. 

A special council meeting wa called on that 
cold rainy night for the next day. Counsel 
met at 1:30 p.m. The main topic was a Volun- 
teer Fire Department. The motion was made

by Harold and seconded by myself, (Agnes . 


Thompson). A vote was taken and passed, 
“4 yes. 1 no’. 

The next problem was faced. “How much 
money and where were we going to get it” 

First we needed a truck. We looked at sev- 
eral, but they were just too much money. Then, 
Harold found a milk truck that fit our bud- 
get. It was in great shape so the purchase was 
made. A company in Toronto was found to 
get our truck ready and fitted. 

Monday found George Woods, Harold 
Thompson, Doug Winstanly and myself, (Ag- 
nes Thompson) at the Township Hall. It was 
decided that Harold would drive the truck to 
Toronto. Doug volunteered to ride with Har- 
old the first half. I was to take the second half. 
There was a problem. There was only one seat. 
We put a Reid's big milk crate in for Doug to 
sit in the passenger side. 

At the halfway, the truck pulled over and 
Doug quickly got out and said to me, “Have 
a good trip” 

If | had of been smart, I would have brought 
a pillow. The crate was the sorriest thing on 
earth to ride on. Harold said, “Are you com- 
fortable?” 

I have always been stubborn, so I said, “Yes, 
everything is ok.” I think it was the first most 
painful lie I ever told. 

When we finally got to our destination... 
we were invited into the shop. Our truck was 
brought in and we were informed they would 
try to take the baffles out of the tank. Next 
we chose from three kinds of hose. I chose 
the Red Chief. It was the strongest and dried 
the quickest. The men agreed with me. Nest 
was the nozzles and valves. I left that up to 
the men and listened to them as to why they 
chose what. Then, it was some air packs, then 


“storage boxes on the sides of the truck. 


Now we knew we could not afford a tank- 
er, so we decided on a porti tank. This fold- 
ed and stored on the top of the tank. Ata fire 
the men would drop the tank; fill it with wa- 
ter and hook it up to the hoses and fight the 
fire, while the truck went for more water. It 
was hoped that Madoc or Tweed would be at 
the fire to help. 

Well, we got home, but our problems were 
just beginning. Our first problem was a garage 
to keep our truck in. We sure couldn't afford 
to build one. Harold suggested we use half of 
the green garage that used to house the road 
trucks, so we called in Ken Tompkins, but 
Ken informed us, he was sure we wouldn't 
be allowed because it belonged to the Roads 
Department. He told us we would have to get 
permission from Toronto. 

I spoke to a friend of my family, (we used 
to race horses together), Lloyd Neugent from 
the M.T.C. We got permission to use half of 
the green garage. The next problem was easy 
getting a fire department together. Harold, 
George and Doug were to ask Jack Stevens to 
be Chief and I was.to ask Bob Rawlin to be 
Deputy Chief. We advertised for fire fighters 
and received several names. We had a meet- 
ing and got the rest of our fire department. 
Ge got in touch with Mutual Aid and found 
out that three councilors had to be on the fire 
department, so Harold, George and myself 
were chosen. 

The next move was for us to visit Madoc 
Fire meeting. This went fine. We then had an 
invitation to Bloomfield fire meeting. I worked 

in Picton and so was chosen. There was a hall 
beside the fire hall and so I knocked on the 
door. A Young man answered and proceed 
to inform me the Ladies Aid was down the

‘Skitters is our national bird” 
Most people north of High- 
way #7 agree. 


“They are as big as baseballs . 


out in the field.” baseball play- 
ers comment. 

“Baseballs? They are more 
like footballs at Madoc,” a 
Madoc outdoors person jests 
with southerly neighbours, 
suggesting that southern com- 
munity’s “skitter” population 
holds little comparison. 

“There is a large black cloud 
of the little *%#*’s over the 
Mill Pond,’ a Stirling “skitter 
watcher” countered that the 
“skitter” population of Madoc 
was comparable to the more 
northerly neighbour by his 
last years observations. 

People from Spring Brook 
have pondered the esurient ap- 
petite of the flying vampires 
that have hunkered down at 
the creeks and the Doug An- 
drews Memorial Park Ball Di- 
amond. 

At the hamlet of Harold 
area, reports have come in 
concerning the cows, hors- 
es with concerns of the deer 
population being continually 
hassled by the growing popu- 
lation of “skitters”. 

And a beer drinker from 
.... Well he didn’t quite know 
where he was from...suggested 
that drinking beer “keeps the 
skitters away”. 

“Itz the hop hop hops you 
know, in the beer,” he suggest- 
ed his favourite mosquito re- 
pellent has been scientifically 
proven by the beer drinkers 
of Canada. 

A naturalist advises that the

take the thorn and stab them 
to death. 

Information from Hastings 
& Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit suggests that per- 
fumes, body lotions and dark 


coloured clothing is more at- 


tractive to the mosquito. 

There are lots of different 
species of “Skitters” or Mos- 
quitoes, their more formal 
name, says Carol Snell, Me- 
dia Relations for the Hastings 
and Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit.. with one spe- 
cies being of the greatest con- 
cern. Thesé are the species who 
bite both birds and humans. 
Where there are many spe- 
cies of mosquitoes, the adult 
Culex pipiens mosquito (the 
common house mosquito) is 
the one most commonly as- 
sociated with the West Nile 
virus. 

It is from the birds; Carol 
Snell explains the road taken 
by the West Nile Virus which 
is transferred through blood 
by the mosquito infected by 
its vamperic activities, then 
biting a human. 

The Health Unit prioritizes 
countering the virus before it 
becomes serious. Because of 
the low numbers of serious 
deaths and illnesses from the 
spread of the West Nile Vi- 
rus many wonder of the con- 
cern of the health units and 
the “hulabaloo’ within the me- 
dia. Snell suggests that it is be- 
cause of steps being taken to 
cut the numbers of the mos- 
quito population, education 
and precautions have kept the 
numbers down. 

In order to annilihate the 
insects steps are taken with- 
in each of the municipalites 
to attack them at the larvae 
stage. A larvacide, Snell en- 
sures is not harmful to hu- 


mans or animals, is dropped 
in standing water, catch ba- 
sins in order to get them be- 
fore maturing into adults in 
flight. She explains further, 
“It is much easier to get them 
at the larvae stage than when 
they take flight” 

WHAT ARE THE SYMP- 
TOMS OF WEST NILE VI- 
RUS? 


It is impossible to tell from 
the appearance of a mosquito 
bite whether 

the mosquito was infected 
with WNv. Four out of five 
people who are bitten by an 
infected mosquito do not show 
any symptoms. Most people 
who become infected will ex- 
perience no symptoms, some 
will have a very mild illness, 
and a few people may develop 
serious neurological illnesses 
such as encephalitis, persistent 
weakness or paralysis. 


SYMPTOMS 


The following symp- 
toms can be an early warn- 
ing of WNy. These non-spe- 
cific symptoms may be due to 
WNv infection or other illness, 
so seek medical attention to 
determine the cause: 


- Fever 

- Muscle weakness 

- Stiff neck 

- Confusion 

- Severe headache 

- Sudden sensitivity to 


light 


Extreme swelling or in- 
fection at the site of the mos- 
quito bite is another reason to 
seek medical attention. If you 
have concerns, consult your- 
physician.

How wld is vour horse? The average horse lives longer than they used 
to. so now WE Commonly see horses in their thirties! A senior horse ts one 
that 1s over the age of 20. These horses have special needs when it.comes

top experts, his voice had been 
miscast. 

“ | should have been sing- 
ing tenor 20 years ago, but no- 
one showed me the door back 
then,” he said. “I was always a 
very high baritone and I made 
my living singing material that 
stressed the top of my voice. 
My voice was not functioning 
properly.” 

It was a chilling discovery. 
Many artistes would have tak- 
en early retirement but the in- 
domitable McMillan decided to 
“go back to the drawing board’. 
Financed by a Canada Coun- 
cil grant, he took the year off 
and visited several world-class 
singing teachers to “straighten 
out his voice.” 


“Marvelous Artist” 
Now McMillan has bounced 
back better than ever - but this 
time as a lyric tenor. The crit- 
ics have given their verdict, ac- 


daiming asa “formidable tenor” 
and a “marvelous artist”. 

For Kevin McMillan, his re- 
birth as a lyric tenor is a bit of 
a relief but he is no stranger 
to adversity. At the age of 20, 
he fell from the top of a stor- 
age silo at his family’s farm in 
Listowel and crushed his ver- 
tebrae. The accident left him a 
partial paraplegic. 

But he has overcome all these 
challenges with great courage 
and an impish sense of humour. 
McMillan likes to brag that he 
is “the same age as Madonna 
but I've not had as many botox 
injections’. 

Married with an 18 year-old 
son, McMillan divides his time 
as a professor at the music fac- 
ulty of the University of West- 
ern Ontario, where he mentors 
the singers of tomorrow. 

Kevin McMillan has appeared 
American orchestra. He has also 
established a major presence in 
Europe, with appearances in the 
major concert halls of London, 
Berlin, Barcelona, Hamburg, 
and Prague. European critics 
praised his “elegant voice” and 
“singularly remarkable interpre- 
tive skills’? But McMillan gets 
just as excited about singing in 
the Barn at Westben. 

“There is zero difference be- 
tween Carnegie Hall and West- 
ben,” he said. “It’s all about the 
music and performing for peo- 
ple who enjoy it. That's what I 
enjoy most.” 

A total of 45 concerts are 
scheduled between June 5 and 
September 25 at Westbenss cus- 
tom-built Barn, located on gen- 
tly rolling farmland just north 
of Campbellford, midway be- 
tween Toronto and Kingston. 
The Concerts in the Barn is the 
biggest event of its kind in east- 
ern Ontario.

H-B-M official attends 
cottager association

Cordova Mines - Havelock- 
Belmont-Methuen Reeve Ron 
Gerow, Deputy Reeve Bob Wat- 
son and Councillor Jim Mar- 
tin attended the Cordova Lake 
’ Association meeting, 
Sunday, May 23, and brought 
greetings from the municipal- 
ity. Gerow was “encouraged” to 
see the interest shown by the 
association's members and re- 
ported that, like people who 
own lakefront property; the mu- 
nicipality is concerned about 
property assessment and how 
it relates to taxes. He is confi- 
dent that the municipality will 
be able to work with the new 
Liberal government to work 
out a fairer system, acknowl- 
edging that cottagers’ assess- 
ments have increased from 20 


to 60 per cent this year. 

‘The municipal portion of the 
tax bill will increase 1.8 per cent, 
with the majority of the increase 
due to policing costs, which have 
risen 53 per cent; and provincial 
water ions. Gerow noted 
that the Eastern Wardens as- 
sociation is keeping a running

Scouting Groups Team up 
with Quinte Conservation

Scouters from Ist Thurlow, Ist Madoc and Ist Stirling were a 
part of a tree growing and tree survival experiment when they 
planted 500 white pine, white 
spruce, sugar maple and green 
ash seedlings at the Quinte Con- 
servation last Saturday. 

“The new method is cheaper 
with seeds planted in tubes,” 
Ecologist Tim Trustham ex- 
plained that the method of 
planting seeds in the tubes al- 
lows the plant to keep its soil 
close to the roots and after 
planting should give it a bet-

off deer. Tubex is a translucent 
plastic which allows half light 
for the trees survival. 

The new method of tube trees 
is patented “air pruned” and 
allows the youthful trees plant- 
ed outside with the growth rate 
the same as ones planted in the 
fields last year. 

Quinte Conservation coor- 
dinated this trial planting as 
part of its Tree Seedling Stock 
Program that promotes tree 
planting in the region. Obtain- 
ing local seedling genetically 
adapted to the local area, and 
the care of the trees after plant- 
ing are two factors that affect 
the survival of the seedlings, 
impacting on the success of re- 
forestration efforts, say Quinte 
Conservation.
